AT FRISCO. 



San Francisco, April JO. — The num- 
ber of people without substantial shel- 
ter has been reduced to a minimum. 
The bousing committee reported that 
Its work had almost been completed, 
the applications for accommodation* 
having ceased 

Probably the most significant in- 
stance of the determination of the of 
flcials to bring about a restoration of 
the old order of things, and of the dls 
position of the people to speedily for 
get the recent disaster, was the re 
sumption of the Sunday afternoon 
concerts in Golden Gate park. These 
concerts have always been a "Sunday 
feature" in San Francisco, and in ad 
dltlon to the excellent program given 
la the big park, a volunteer band dls 
coursed music for a second in the 
"tented city" in Jefferson Square. 

There was some extension In the 
electric car service and workmen In 
the remote suburbs will be afforded 
quick transportation to the water front 
and points in the burned district, 
where they may be obliged to labor 

The city officials were highly elated 
upon finding the contents of the muni 
cipal treasury intact The vaults were 
located in a section of the city hall 
that escaped the Arc, and when an ex 
pert opened the doors he found gold, 
silver and certificates scattered over 
the floor, but there waa nothing miss 
Ing. The vault contained I5,SOO,000 In 
coin and currency, 1300,000 in securi 
ties of the German Savings bank and 
$12,000,000 of unsold city bonds. 

Shipping is beginning to resume its 
normal course There were a number 
of departures of steamers and several 
arrivals. 

Plans for solving the tremendous 
nuanclal problems that confront the 
city began today to assume tangible 
form. At a meeting at which were 
present James D Phelan, chairman of 
the finance committee, and some noted 
lawyers and bankera, a plan was 
broached for financing the city, which 
it Is hoped, will meet with tbe en 
dorsement of the general committee 
It being estimated that the city has 
suffered a loss of at least |200.000.0UU 
by fire, it Is conceded that there U not 
sufficient money in San Francisco to 
reconstruct the city and that the peo- 
ple here must look elsewhere for funds 
to rehabilitate Uelr destroyed for- 
tunes. Mr. Phelan olalmed that If this 
money Is borrowed through ordinary 
channels the rats of Interest will add 
a burden to necessarily increased tax 
atlon that will be too heavy to bear 
The plan of Mr. Phelan is to frame 
legislation to present to congress ask 
Ing the United States to endorse the 
proposed bonds of San Franclaco.

Huge Mountain of Ice Towed From 
Grand it. inks of Newfoundland. 

The Strenuous Work of a Tug's 
Crew- One of the Strangest and 
Perhaps the Most Valuable Prize 
Ever Taken by a Ship. 

In order that the city of Philadel- 
phia might he rescued from an ire fam- 
ine a powerful ocean-going tug lias ac- 
complished I lie almost impossible feat 
of capturing a huge iceberg, and tow- 
ing It into port. Never in the world's 
history bus this wonderful achieve- 
ment been duplicated, and contrasted 
with It the fascinating exploits re 
counted by the marine historian Siti- 
bad, Hie sailor, appear commonplace 
and trivial. 

With its mountain of ice in tow, the 
tug passed up the Delaware River 
creating consternation among the lloat" 
ing world on the stream, as observers 
could not imagine Other than that the 
floating mountain was being driven up 
the bay by some freak of wind and cur- 
rent, to the great danger of shipping. 
Its approach was responsible for some 
frenzied telegraphing, which threw the 
shipping interests into a panic. Orders 
were issued to hold up the sailing of 
every vessel due to leave, and mes- 
sages were dispatched to lower Dela 
ware station to Intercept several out- 
bound steamers and wai n them to seek 
anchorpge out of the berg's path. 

Maritime Interests Excited. 

For several hours maritime Inter- 
ests were Intensely excited by tin- 1111 
heardof presence of an Iceberg in the 
bay.

JOURNALISM IN CHINA. 



THIS BOOK < Hit 



United States Consul Anderson, at 
tnuy has made a report on journal- 
iii "among the Chinese. He saya: 
• It is rather surprising, In view ot 
the comparatively small population 
of foreigners in China, bow many 
large publications there are In foreign 
languages. The prices they obtain 
their publications and their work 
probably explain the situation. 
Shanghai has five daily newspapers, 
three morning and two evening pa- 
pers; one Is French. It has six for- 
eign weeklies, one C.erman. It also 
has four Chinese dallies and a large 
number of Chinese weeklies. 

"Practically all or the foreign pa- 
pers sell for 4i_. cents gold per copy. 
The subscription price is about 115 
gold per annum, postage extra. The 
Chinese dailies hell for aliout V4 cent 
_old per copy. In additfon to these 
publications there are many religious I 
.lapers, mostly In Chinese, published 
by the mission authorities. 

"In the south Hong Kong domi- 
nates the publication business, and 
as It Is a British colony. English publi- 
cations might reasonably be expected 
to lead, but on the face of the record 
the Chinese predominate. There are 
four English dailies, the I'ost, the 
is, both morning papers, and the 
Telegraph and the Mail, both evening 
papers. 

"There are six Chinese dallies, and, 
aa in the case of Shanghai, there are 
a large number of publications de- 
signed to fill various wants in South 
China, a Portuguese weekly and the 
Government Gazette being among 
them. In nearly every port of Im- 
portance in China there is an English 
publication of some sort. 

"The publication houses, as a rule, 
both newspaper concerns and con- 
cerns for general printing only, are 
fairly well equipped for their work. 
Some of them attempt work in the 
line of high grade magazine and book 
publishing, and while it is not always 
an unmixed success from a technical 
typographical standpoint, It demon- 
strates that the Chinese workmen, 
who do most of the work under for- 
eign supervision, will In time ac-

that China at present seems to be 
passing through much the same pro- 
cess with Its newspapers and other 
publications that many parts of tha 

United States have passed thr ;h. 

All over the empire native nearspap* 
ers are being started In the Soils, 
qulal dialects, and are more or loss 
local in character. 

"It is unfortunate In many re- 
spects that the publication of news- 
papers in the several local dialects 
has developed so generally. While 
such publications will afford means 
of educating the people of the em- 
pire In some lines, they also furnish 
the means for deepening the gulfs, 
dividing the several provinces which 
differ In dialects. Each newspaper 
center, if It performs Its natural 
Blon, will develope Its own language 
In Its own field to the exclusion of 
a language which miuht In time be- 
come common to all China."

OLDEN DAYS OF WHALING. 

The days of the old-time whaling 
fleets when more than two hundred 
full-rigged ships sailed out of New 
Bedford harbor on three and four- 
year voyages to the most distant and 
dangerous seas, were over more than 
half a century ago. The right of 
Greenland whalo of the Arctic waters 
with his mouth full of whalebone and 
his cousin, the sperm whale of tropi- 
cal waters, bearing In Its head the 
precious spermaceti, were practically 
exterminated by those all-daring. Iron- 
nerved, keen-eyed Yankee skippers. 

Their splendid shljw, the Annie B., 
the Mary Jane, the Blue-Eyed Susan 
great lovers of their wives and sweet- 
hearts, were this race of gentlemen ad- 
venturers — rotted at the wharves or 

and with them vanished a world of 

no time, more truly than they, "went 
down to the sea In ships". 

But when the pennant of the last 
old-time whaling ship was hauled down 
forever, there still proudly swam 
the oceans the vast rorqual or racer 
whale, greatest of all his mighty kin. 
To the sailing fleet of the old days, the 
rorqual was an almost impossible prize 
because of Its tremendous speed. It 
was practically unmolested, and mul- 
ed exceedingly in both North At- 
and Pacific waters. 
It was the abundance of this levi- 
athan, measuring ninety feet In length 
and weighing almost as many tons — 
bulking larger than a whole herd of el- 
ephants—which was the Inspiration of 
the modern whaling industry. 



BICYCLES ON THE WANE. 

Over Three Times as flany Fac- 
tories In 1900 as at Present. 

Statistics furnished by the Census 
Bureau at Washington show a marked 
decrease In the manufacture of bi- 
cycles. Since 1900 the business has fal- 
len off C5 ]>er cent., the number of 
establishments being reduced from 31; 
to 97. 

Formerly there were 2,034 salaried 
officials and employees of the facto- 
ries where now there are only 3C0. The 
falling off In the number nf Wlgt earn- 
ers was 81 per cent. The capital In- 
vested In 1900 was $?0.7v:!.cr.9, where- 
as In 19u". It was f5.R47.803. ' 

The production In 1900 amounted to 
nearly 32.000,000 bicycles and was re- 
duced in the five years to little over 
6.000,000.

A HISTORIC TRAGEDY 

EXECUTION OF JOSEPH LESURQUES 
AND ITS SAD SEQUEL. 



The Fibni I rtnl 1 p» nd>r Thru Or- 
rorrrd In Franrr I uua Wblrh Vu 
Konndrd UM Popular Mrlodrama 
•"Ihr 1 Mall." 

Tbe tragedy of tbe execution of Jo- 
aepb Lcsurqucs, an Innocent man, by 
tbe legal machinery or France in the 
eighteenth century is an Incident re- 
plete with pathetic phases. 

Although Lesurques was executed as 
far back as 17M3. though his Innocence 
was established In 1801, though bis 
property was restored to the family in 
182-4, the corps leglslatlf. after the fam 
Uy had tried for over half a century to 
have bis memory Judicially rehabilitat- 
ed, definitely refused In 1800 to per- 
form this last remaining act of justice 
The pilaajtri of French law forbade 
the questioning of a Jury's verdict by 
any one save the person dlrect'y In- 
terested. But though the law has fail- 
ed to remove the stigma on the name 
of au Innocent man, literature and 
the drama have made him a popular 
hero. "The Lyons Mail," In which bis 
honor Is thoroughly vindicated, has 
been one of the most popular of all 
French melodramas, and the combined 
genius of Charles Beade and of Hen- 
ry Irving made it one of the great suc- 
cesses of the modern English stage. 

l"oor Laenrqnea, who, when he per- 
ished on tbe scaffold, was but thirty- 
three yearl of age, was a good 1ms- 
bund, a good father uud a good citizen. 
He married in 171)0 Mile. Campion, a 
lady of respectable family in Doual 
and possessed of a handsome dowry. 
Their children therefore were very 
young, and It was in order to give 
them tbe benefit of a superior educa-

HOW MUCH OF THE PRECIOUS METAL 
CAN A MAN CARRY? 



One of tbe peculiarities of civilization 
la that by tbe use of new methods we 
lose sight of well known facts that 
were once as familiar In men's minds 
as household words. Money is now 
represented universally by bank notes 
and checks, but tbe majority of living 
Californlans remember tbe days be- 
fore the resumption of specie pay- 
ment when legal tender was not cur- 
rent inouey on the Pacific slope and 
nothing went save gold eagles, double 
eagles and half eagles. When the Hank 
of California opened its doors of a 
morning there was always the sight of 
the officials bringing trays of gold coin 
from the safe to tables In the rear of 
the counter. Each tray held $10,000. 
and tbe weight of the gold was thirty- 
one pounds four ounces. Sometimes 
nn official would carry two trays, and 
there were strong clerks who could 
carry three trays, but on their heads, 
not in their arms. Californlans. there- 
fore, are exceptions to tbe curious fact 
that the world at large has begun to 
confound sold and money, and this 
confusion of ideas comes out curiously 
In modern fiction. Writers either 
make men tillable to carry large sums 
of gold or they make them carry enor- 
mous amounts as if gold weighed no 
more tluiii greenbacks. 

A conspicuous error of this kind will 
be found in Marlon Crawford's story, 
•The Heart of Rome," where two 
workmen propose to blackmail n Ro- 
man princess. They demand 100,000 
lire (about $20,000), which she Is to

The most extraordinary error of 
this kind ever made Is to be found In 
the Stlngaree stories of Tearson's Mag- 
azine. There the statement is made 
gravely that a man carried £30,000 
in gold, a little trifle of nearly HBO,- 
000. weighing M pounds 12 ounces, 
and thut for a long distnuce, Includ- 
ing a railroad trip. It Is obvious 
that with this writer the confusion of 
Ideas lietween gold and bank notes 
was complete. One of the conse- 
quences of tbe ever increasing volume 
of Action magazines Is that the quality 
Is deteriorating rapidly, especially In 
English periodicals. What Is more, 
certain subjects supposed to be Inter- 
esting are attempted by men who 
know nothing of the wild life of arid 
regions, and their Imagination cannot 
take them out of the environment of 
their dally life In congested cltles.-

B F. Beard & Co received the con- 
tract. In making their estimate they 
based it upon 150 lbs of dynamite in- 
stead of 1500 pounds, but making 
the amount of dynamite equal ic£all 
the bids, ;all the other firms agreed 
that they had made the lowest bid and 
were entitled to^he order.
